Action, are met by the prior art. Further discussion will be provided in due course. 

Specifically, Applicant made new arguments relating to Kelley's mask-bit and submitted that the mask-bit is not "a data structure 
representative of whether said first set of properties is known". Applicant is reminded that the phrase "whether ... is known" in the claim 
language does not suggest that the second data structure makes or presents a "known" property; it is rather pointing to an area of 
interest for further investigating "whether" the content that it represents is a known property or not. This type of description, in the 
examiner's opinion, meets the functionality of a mask-bit. As a matter of fact, Applicant's Fig. 16b uses bit-4 for pin-pointing the user's 
gender is by itself a mask bit; as to whether the gender is a wanted "male" listner, it is yet to be determined by examining the correspong 
bit in the "Value" pattern. 
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
